Wilmington man sentenced for stealing __ 
two Humvees from National Guard base

WILMINGTON - A local man 
will be serving five years pro- 
bation for the theft of two 
Humvees from Camp Curtis 
Guild, the Army National 
Guard facility located in 
Reading. 

Adam Fournier, 22, of 35A 
Crescent Street in Wilmington, 
appearing in Lowell Superior 
Court on January 28, 2005, pled 
guilty to the charges levied 
against him. 

According to prosecutors, 
Fournier and two companions 
were four-wheeling in an area 
of Dracut known as the “pits” 
on March 21, 2004 when 
Fournier's green 1994 Jeep 
became stuck in the mud, They 
initially enlisted the help of a 
tow truck driver, but were 
unable to free the vehicle. 

Not to be deterred, Fournier 
decided to travel to Camp 
Curtis Guild for the purpose of 
stealing a High Mobility Multi 
Wheeled Vehicle (HMMWV 
aka Humvee) to extract his 


Jeep. 

Apparently, Fournier overesti- 
mated the capabilities of the 
Humvee as it too became stuck 
in the mud. This initial failure 
was only a momentary setback. 
When at first you don’t suc- 
ceed; try, try again. Fournier 
quickly returned to Camp 
Curtis and stole a second 
Humvee, 

On March 2004 the 
Massachusetts State Police 
Anti-Terrorist Unit learned of 
the theft of the two Humvees 
and was put on High Alert. The 
two vehicles were at Camp 
Curtis for repairs and con- 
tained extremely — sensitive 
highly classified radio systems, 

Troopers found that a section 
of the perimeter fence to the 
National Guard facility had 
been cut with bolt cutters and 
that another portion of the 
fence had been smashed open 
by the Humvees.

WHAT FILING STATUS 
IS BEST FOR YOU? 


Given that you must file an income 
tax return, there are options about 
how to file. Single individuals gener- 
ally file as individuals (more about 
that later). And married couples usu- 
ally do better when they file a joint 
tax return. 

But sometimes it pays for couples 
ta file separately if one spouse has 
large medical bills, casualty losses or 
miscellaneous deductions; more will 
bé deductible when the adjusted 
gross income (AGI) reflects only one 
income. And filing separately may 
pay if one spouse has a high income 
where personal exemptions and item- 
ized deductions phase out, and the 
other's income is below. 

Some single taxpayers can use 
lower tax rates as head of household. 
To qualify, the individual must pay 
more than half the cost of maintain- 
ing a residence for an unmarried 
child or grandchild (even if not sup- 
porting them) or supporting a relative 
in his or her home or dependent par- 
ents elsewhere.

Frigid temperatures

Frigid temperatures and 
gusty winds can cause one of 
winter’s worst woes- frozen 
water pipes. With colder-than- 
normal weather expected to 
continue throughout the winter, 
more and more home and busi- 
ness owners may encounter 
frozen water pipes. 

“But property owners can take 
some simple precautions to pre-

These 
include: 

Turning off outside faucets. 

* Patching any cracks and 
hole in doors, windows, and 
walls near pipes. 

* Making sure that the heat 
can circulate around pipes. 

* Insulating pipes and faucets 
in unheated areas. 

* Not allowing your water to 
run overnight-this should be 
your first option. 

* Checking insulation around 
pipes regularly. 

« Never shutting off your heat 
completely.

If, despite these precautions, 
your pipes do freeze, it is best to 
call a licensed plumber, added 
Raposa. “Make sure you keep 
the name and telephone num- 
ber of your plumber handy 
throughout the winter.” 

If you locate the frozen pipe 
and try to thaw it yourself, be 
sure to take the following pre- 
cautions to protect yourself and 
your property: 

* Do not use a torch with an 
open flame. You risk setting 
your property on fire. In addi- 
tion, overheating one area can 
cause the pipe to burst. 

* Place a warn towel or rag 
around the pipe. 

* Make sure you know the 
location of your master shut-off 
valve. 

The frozen pipe may already 
be broken and, when the water 
is thawed, it will leak. In this 
case, you will need to shut off 
the watersin your home or busi- 
ness until the leaky pipe is 
fixed.

It has just about been three 
weeks since I and Conn SATA’s 
arrived in Hanoi, the capital of 

- Vietnam, I first became accus- 
: ‘tomed to the constant honking. 
«It seems that people here take 
out their lack of personal free- 
dom in their daily lives, on the 
roads at every possible 
moment, whether it is driving 
wildly in the rain, running red 
lights, or simply following zero 
traffic laws (of those that exist) 
and towards other drivers or 
people simply trying to cross 
the street. What makes this mix 
more tense is the fact there are 
more motorcycles and mopeds 

» ‘than cars 

The first time I crossed one 
had me waiting for 10 min, until 
there was salvation in the form 
of a gap in the blistering traf- 
fic. To date I have witnessed six 
different traffic accidents. 

You are probably wondering 
why my column is not about 
Israel or something related to 
that issue. For the time being, 
unless there is some event call- 
ing for me to do otherwise, I 
will describe my experiences 
and inferences coming from 
this socialist republic and not 
about the news of the world in 
general. However, there is an 
“Israel Connection” That is, 
that I have already met on five 
different occasions Israelis 
either traveling or living in this 
“workers utopia.” 

The title of this column 
speaks of a “red mist.” I say 
this for two reasons, 

#1 there is no doubt a commu- 
nist feel to this city, but on 
some levels it is superficial and 
not really in depth. The com- 
munist feel of the city can be 
seen in various attributes of 
daily life here, taking the form 
of an Orwellian structure 
involving repressive and 
“Nanny-state” politics. There 
are megaphones on almost 
every street corner hanging off 


THE 


power lines. During the morn- 
ing and evening “People's 
Community” announcements 
are broadcast, whether for 
telling people when the next 
“elections” will be, how to clean 
their homes, or for announcing 
new laws. There is even revolu- 
tionary spirit heard in music. 
You can also see many govern- 
ment offices and propaganda 
posters or banners throughout 
the city, all of which either 
have Ho Chi Minh’s picture or 
the dreaded hammer and sickle 
icon. 

In addition, there is a mid- 
night police-enforced city cur- 
few (which also involves the 
ceasing of TV broadcasting 
until morning). Certain places 
stay open in the city, those fre- 
quented by mostly foreigners, 
however local joints and busi- 
nesses must close, or risk fines 
and a police patrol visit. 

One night returning home 
after curfew I saw some police 
checkpoints. The streets are 
pretty much empty after mid- 
night, which is a bleak sight, 
apart from the working street 
cleaners. I should note that the 
first morning we were here, 
looking at the neighboring sta- 
dium, there was a training ses- 
sion for school kids in the art of 
using and maintaining (though 
not firing) AK-47s. I have heard 
that twice a year each high 
school student takes these ses- 
sions and learns martial arts, 
per requirements of the govern- 
ment. 

In some areas of their daily 
life the communist feel departs. 
This wholeheartedly involves 
the businesses and the fact 
more and more private stores 
are popping up all over Hanoi. 
The reason for this is the open- 
ing of Vietnam to the outside 
world. On the other hand, it is 
also because people in state 
jobs don’t earn enough and 
therefore they must engage in 
other activities to make ends 
meet, (or meat) The abun- 
dance of taxis and the growing 
number of shopping malls gives 
the city a metropolitan feel as 
well. 


#2 The other part of this “red 
mist” involves on what the 
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Into the Red Mist 


communist party here has built 
its infrastructure. It wasn't 
necessarily all from scratch. 
They built it on the former rem- 
nants of French colonialism. 
Because of this that you see 
very distinct architecture in 
some parts of the city (espe- 
cially in the “Old Quarter”), 
making you think you are not in 
Vietnam. 

Furthermore, the reintroduc- 
tion of this European culture of 
coffee shops and small lakeside 
pastry shops continues to brew 
free enterprise in a country 
which saw none of it (but only 
the “evils” of it in their propa- 
ganda movies) since the 1990s. 
Incidentally, I asked my 
Vietnamese instructor how the 
Communist Party justified 
itself now that it ceased build- 
ing socialism and he respond- 
ed, “The Communist Party has 
said this about Marxism: ‘First 
we had feudalism, now we build 
capitalism and industrialize., 
After we industrialize, then we 
will build socialism,’ just like 
Karl Marx described as occur- 
ring in industrialized coun- 
tries.” 

I guess that is what Marx 
said, but I think it is safe to say 
that when they reach that point 
there will be no going back. 

Living in Vietnam with the 
SATA group is not all about 
having a regular school semes- 
ter. There is sightseeing 
involved. So far I have visited 
the History and Military 
Museums. The latter includes 
many propaganda exhibits 
which blatantly, in some 
instances, skew history or 
events. But overall, it is a good 
experience to see this, though 
at times it does not seem like a 
museum at all but really like an 
exhibition of different items. 
who they belonged to or who 
used them, without further 
details as {-Who these people 
were, 

Additionally, I have been to. 
the Ho Chi Minh Mausoleum, 
where, in the character of for- 
mer world communist leaders, 
the passing of the leader did 
not involve burial but refrigera- 
tion and exhibition. Basically 
you walked some length to the

building, under the watchful 
eyes of communist soldiers. 
Then you entered the building 
where quiet prevailed. You 
were led into a room and you 
just kept walking while looking 
at Ho Chi Minh, who was posi- 
tioned in a small bed inside a 
glass box surrounded by four 
People’s soldiers. Ho Chi 
Minh’s face had a weak red 
light shining on it, and above 
him were the Vietnamese flag 
and the communist hammer 
and sickle flags. The building 
was very cold. It is reported 
that Ho Chi Minh takes a trip 
every year to Moscow for 
“maintenance.” (I had also 
seen Mao Tse-Tong’s body in 
Beijing where they did they 
same). It is a little different 
there, whereas Mao is laying on 
a much bigger bed, with can- 
dies at his bed-side, more light 
in the room and two live sol- 
diers actually standing by his 
bed, 


At this point it is worth men- 
tioning a basic comparison to 
China, where I have also lived. 
In Bejing, there was no mega- 
phone system in the streets, 
and much less use of the ham- 
mer and sickle symbol (proba- 
bly because of the break 
between China and the USSR, 
while Vietnam had much closer 
relations to the Soviets). The 
Bejing bus system, unlike 
Hanoi, was terrible and I never 
did use the bus. Here in Hanoi 
we use it all the time, it is 
cheap and it is easily under- 
stood as to where we are going. 
(Although, our first week we 
had an experience where our 
ous never reached our stop, 
instead travelled 45 min to 
some other area. It seems their 
buses do not go in circles, but 
from one point to another, so 
you have to be on the right side 
of the road). 

Beijing did not have a curfew. 
Still there are some similarities 
in both cities, including the 
presence of propaganda 
posters, and heavy air pollu- 
tion. 

For those wondering, there 
have been some of us (not I) 
who have become adventurous 
with certain food items. These

also seen on menus, cats, por- 
cupine, and there are also rat 
places. A group like PETA 
probably adores communists, 
but I wonder what they would 
say about these practices. 
Would they condemn them? 
Events of interest this week 
are the anniversary of the 
founding of the Communist 
Party of Vietnam in 1930. 
Because of this there are much 
more propaganda posters and 
banners saying “Long Live the 
Communist Party!” around 
town. Though when I asked my 
Vietnamese instructor about it, 
he said he forgot that it was 
today, which could tell me that 
a sign of a change of times is in 
the air, where the communist 
party no longer takes central 
stage in people’s minds. During 
our stay here, next week is Tet,

Wilmington’s first moderator was 


Governor Dummer’s brother

There are times when a prob- 
lem of perception is best 


Such is the case with the 
Governor Dummer Academy, a 
respected private school in 
Newbury, Mass. The name 
Dummer is troubling to some, 
who feel it does not reflect well 
on an academic institution. So 
the school, which has carried 
the name Dummer since 1763, 
is considering changing its 
name. 

If the name Dummer is an 
embarrassment to the acade- 
my, the publicity stemming 
from the possible name change 
is blistering. The proposal has 
attracted considerable atten- 
tion, and the school now finds 
itself ridiculed in news stories, 
coffee-shop discussion, comedi- 
ans’ lines and jokes on the 
internet. 

It was named for Governor 
William Dummer, who left 
money and land in his will for 
the establishment of the school, 
said to be the oldest private 
boarding school in the country. 

Dummer was appointed lieu- 
tenant governor of the 
Massachusetts Colony in 1723 
by King George, a Hanover, 
who actually lived in Germany. 
Dummer twice became acting 
governor when the royal gover- 
nor departed, once to return to 
England, the other for the 
Hereafter. He served from 1723 
to 1730. 

Probably the most noteworthy 
act he performed, or at least 


the best remembered, is the 
signing of the first known 
proclamation of the day of 
Thanksgiving, held on Thurs., 
Nov. 28, 1723. He signed it on 
Nov. 6, 1723. 

Lt. Gov. Dummer had a broth- 
er, Samuel, who had a planta- 
tion in Jamaica. Quite wealthy, 
it is to be assumed he grew 
sugar cane. With his brother 
holding office in 
Massachusetts, Samuel 
Dummer returned home to 
England with several slaves. 
He then bought a large parcel 
of land in what was known as 
the Land of Nod, part of 
Reading. He then had built a 
magnificent house, at least for 
its day, northeast of where the 
Harnden Tavern stands. In 1723, 
Dummer moved to his new 
estate in Wilmington, bringing 
with him a number of slaves. 

Samuel Dummer was appoint- 
ed Sheriff of Middlesex County 
by his brother. In Sept. 1729, 
Gov. Burnett died, and Lt. Gov. 
Dummer became acting gover- 
nor, a job he kept until the 
arrival of Royal Governor 
Jonathan Belcher in 1730. 

In 1730, parts of Reading, 
Woburn and Billerica were 
combined to form a new town. 
The idea was to have a local 
church so that people wouldn't 
have so far to walk to church 
every Sunday. The church was 
constructed near the present 
site of the Congregational 
Church. In the church, 
Dummer’s seat was two inches 
higher than the seat for the

Dummer became the town’s 
first moderator, presiding at 
town meetings, which were held 
in the schoolhouse that stood 
near the corner of Main Street 
and Butters Row. It was 
Dummer who told the towns- 
men what the town name would 
be - Wilmington. 

The name was actually cho- 
sen by the royal governor, 
Jonathan Belcher, who sought 
to curry favor with the new 
king, George II. Spencer 
Compton had been the personal 
treasurer for George, the 
Prince of Wales. When George 
II ascended the throne in 1728, 
Compton was nominated for 
prime minister, but Parliament 
rejected him. The king made 
him the Earl of Wilmington as 
a consolation. Two years later, 
he became speaker of the 
House of Commons. 

Compton was not held in high 
regard. A member of his own 
party described him as, “A

How to save money if you 
have Prescription Advantage 

It has come to my attention 
that many seniors who have 
Prescription Advantage are not 
taking full advantage of the 
ways in which they can save 
money. If you are filling your 
regular prescriptions at the 
pharmacy every 30 days, you 
could be saving 1/3 the cost if 
you filled them by mail. Not 
only that, you would receive a 
90 day supply each time, so that 
you would ‘not have to think 
about refilling your prescrip- 
tion every month. Here are the 
steps that you can take to save 
yourself some money. 

1. If you don’t already have an 
application, call 1-800-243-4636 
and ask them to send one so 
that you can order your pre- 
scriptions by mail. 

2. Ask your doctor to re-write 
your prescriptions for a 90 day 
supply, with up to three refills. 
(This way, you won't have to 
ask for new prescriptions for a 
year, although it is possible 
your doctor may want to see 
you before then.) You can also 
ask your doctor if a generic 
(Level 1) or brand-name (Level 


2) drug is available for your 
condition. 

3. If you need prescription 
drug at once, ask your doctor 
to write two prescriptions- one 
for you to fill right away at your 
pharmacy for up to a 30 day 
supply, and a second to be sent 
to the mail service pharmacy 
for a 90 day supply with 3 
refills. 

4. You can request a cost esti- 
mate by calling a mail service 
representative at 1-800-966-5772 
or TTY for the deaf at 1-877-610- 
0241. For payment, you can 
either send a check or money 
order or provide your credit 
card number and expiration 
date, 

5. Send in the mail order form 
with the prescriptions from 
your doctor. A new order form 
will be sent to you each time 
you receive your prescriptions. 
You can also refill it by tele- 
phone by calling 1-800-966-5772 
to use the automated refill sys- 
tem. 

If you need help filling out the 
order form the first time, I 
would be willing to help you at 
my regular visit on the 2nd 
Thursday of each month. 
Although you would have to pay 
more for your first order than 
you do at the pharmacy, 
remember that you would be 
receiving a 3 month supply for 
the amount that you usually 
pay every 2 months, for a sav- 
ings of 1/3 the cost. 

If you have the Prescription 
Advantage and the Public 
Sectors Discount Card with the 
$600 credit, the procedure is dif- 
ferent. 

If you fill your prescriptions 
at the pharmacy, always make 
sure that the pharmacist uses 
your Public Sectors Discount 
Card first. Once your $600 cred- 
it has been used up (or $1200 
credit, if you have a carry-over 
from last year) then the phar- 
macist should use your 


Prescription Advantage Card. 
If your prescription will cost 
more than the credit that you 
have left in your account, you 
have several choices: 

1, You can pay the amount not 
covered gf the credit out of 


your pocket and then sent@ 
paper claim form with -the 
pharmacy receipt .' to 
Prescription Advantage ‘for 
reimbursement. 

2. You can call Prescription 
Advantage Customer Service at 
1-800-243-4636, Monday to 
Friday, 9 am-5 pm, and ask that 
your Prescription Advantage 
benefits be made active. .As 
soon as Customer Service tells 
you that your , Prescription 
Advantage card has been 
turned on, you will be able to 
use your Prescription 
Advantage card at any pharma- 


3. If you have already paid to 
fill the prescription, you should 
still call to have your 
Prescription Advantage card 
turned on. You have 30 days 
after you filled the prescription 
to go back to the same pharma- 
cy and have them resubmit the 
claim and bill Prescription 
Advantage. The pharmacy 
should be able to refund you-the 
difference, minus your 
Prescription Advantage c0-pay- 
ment. 

You should always carry both 
your Prescription Advantage 
card and your Public Sectors 
Discount Card with you when 
you go to the pharmacy. 

You can also fill your pre- 
scriptions with the Public 
Sectors Discount Card through 
the mail and get a 90 day sup- 
ply for less cost than having 
your prescriptions filled at the 
pharmacy. If you need help én 
how to use your $600 credit to 
order by mail, call Public 
Sector Partners Member 
Services at 1-866-432-8310. The 
mail order pharmacy that ‘is 
used for members using the 
$600 credit is different than the 
regular mail order pharmacy 
that us used for Prescription 
Advantage, so it is important tq 
call this number first and atk 
for an application.

North Andover's Nick 
Hamilton, losing 9-7 with about 
a minute to go. That’s when he 
was able to get a quick burst of 
energy, and his smart maneu- 
vers lifted him past Hamilton 
to come away with a 14-10 vic- 
tory. 

“I was really excited,” said 
Kellly. “I didn’t think that 
would happen. I came in to the 
season hoping to place in every 
tournament and I don't know I 
never thought this would hap- 
pen.” 

How’ it happened was pretty 
easy in words - action though it 
was much more difficult. 

“(1 was) down 96 with less

I went to Iowa 
State and that helped me a lot 
and I also went to Nationals. 
That was a good experience.” 

As he and teammate Evan 
Walsh drove to Iowa for a week 
long camp, Kelly said the 
instructors there helped him a 
lot 

“(With the) cradle (move),” 
said Kelly. “I didn’t use it that 
much in this tournament but 
it’s good to know that I can win 
matches without it.” 

In his first match of the day, 
Kelly took on Patrick Schrader 
of Salem. It took just 71 sec- 
onds before Kelly pinned 
Schrader to come away with 
win No. 33 on the season. A lit- 
tle while later Kelly was back 
at it and this time he defeated 
Ryan Hanna of Hamilton- 
Wenham on a 16-1 technical fall 
decision 

“The first match I used a sin- 
gle leg take down,” said Kelly. 
“There wasn't that much I had 
to do. The second match the 
Hamilton-Wenham kid was 
strong. He didn’t want to get 
pinned.” 

‘That put Kelly into the cham- 
pionship match against 
Hamilton, who Kelly said is 
usually a 125-pound wrestler 
who dropped down a weight 
class.

Wilmington returns to the

Despite Michael Welsch’s handicap, there is no way you 
can call the Burlington resident disabled when he sets his 
sights on goals such as swimming the 22-mile length of New 
Hampshire's Lake Winnipesaukee, while raising funds for 
the Jimmy Fund’s many cancer research programs. 

“IT want to swim from Alton Bay to Meredith,” Welsch 
said of this attempt. 

The south to north route is the same one that has been 
taken by two of the three other swimmers that have accom- 
plished the feat. They include swimmer Julie Burnett, of 
Stoneham, the only female swimmer to accomplish the 
trip. 

“I'm the first amputee,” Welsch proudly noted. 

“I'll train the rest of the winter and spring in the pools 
(of the Woburn and Reading YMCA’s). When it gets 
warmer I'll go to Walden Portd. I hope to do Winnipesaukee 
somewhere around the last week in July or the first week 
in August,” Welsch said. “I plan on doing it the same day as 
the Pan-Mass Challenge. 

He added, “The swim will make me a virtual rider for 
the Pan-Mass. They will be biking and I will be swimming.” 

The Pan-Mass is a bicycle ride, sponsored by the Boston 
Red Sox, taking place on six different routes, ranging from 
89 to 192 miles, The longest route is from Sturbridge to 
Provincetown and the shortest is from Wellesley to Bourne. 


Over 4,000 riders are expected to participate this year 
and 97-cen‘s of every dollar raised will go directly to the 
cancer research efforts at Dana Farber. 

Welsch has participated in the Sturbridge to 
Provincetown ride 12 times, since he first saw riders pass 
his mother’s house several years ago. He had been doing 
the ride for three years as a way to train for three different 
Iron Man events - a combination of a 2.4 mile swim; a half- 
mile bike ride; and a 26 mile marathon - when his mother 
died of cancer. 

“I didn’t finish the ron Man competitions but I did fin- 
ish the Pan-Mass,” Welsch said. “When my mother died (I 
continued). I've been riding ever since.” 

The athletic Welsch was in training two years ago for the 
Boston Marathon, when he was hit by a car. The accident 
damaged his arm and shoulder, as well as shattering his leg 
prosthesis and the doctors told him that the best therapy 
was to start swimming. 

He had been planning to swim the length of Lake 
Winnipesaukee at the time. However, the accident recovery 
cut down on his training time. 

As aresult, in first time as a virtual rider (a person who 
raises money for the Jimmy Fund by doing another athlet- 
ic activity on the weekend of the ride), Welsch had to take 
a shorter route, He completed the 6.5 mile width of the Lake 
Winnipesaukee, going from Gilford to Moultonborough on 
the eastern side of the Lake, in just over five hours.
